W e had none of many 
things we had to find substitutes for. 
W e used bananas, native grains and 
nuhogo for 
flour, 
wild 
honey 
for 
sugar, candles m ade 
of 
tallow 
for 
light, soap from wood ashes and lime. 
Clothes were also unprocurable, so we 
wore pants, etc., m ade of goat and 
gazelle skins, and m ade yard of cotton 
and knitted our stockings. 
“Uproar among 
the 
natives 
was 
feared by the governm ent people at 
the beginning of the w ar 
and 
we 
were instructed to inform the natives 
by our stations that th ere was no war 
between Europeans and natives, only, 
soldier against soldier. Not long after 
I ihe opening of the war, the. Masias, a 
fierce and w arlike tribe, east of Buse- 
gwe. our oldest 
s t a t i o n , came sw arm ­ 
ing the country, robbing cattle, and a; 
one tim e when they plundered in I su- 
kum a bv Kanadi one of our workers 
lost his life in defense of the people 
for whom he faithfully worked. 
He 
was stabbed from behind by a spear. 
“Early last June, the English occu­ 
pied UUerewe Island, w here 
I 
am 
w riting this, and in July they took 
M uavza. the seat of the provincial 
com m issioner of this 
province 
rn 
which all our stations on the G erm an 
side ave located. 
W hen the natives 
heard of this, they lost te ar of the 
German officials and even openly dis­ 
obeyed orders, and it got worse when 
all the officials as well as m ilitary 
left Ikidzn, going eolith.

The chief official came down to meet 
us, and received us very kindly. W e 
w ere brought to the camp at Buramba 
w here we were given a very nice and 
com fortable thatch hut.

Mrs. Flagler was Miss Mary Lily 
Keenan, daughter of a prominent fam­ 
ily of Macon, Ga. 
H er husband died 
in 1913 at Palm Beach, Fla. 
The report of Mrs. Flagler’s second 
m arriage 
recalls 
the circum stances 
under which she became the wife oi 
Flagler. 
Flagler’s first wife was Miss Ada 
A. Shrouds, daughter of a Philadelphia 
clergyman. 
Flagler was com parative­ 
ly poor when he m arried her and she 
was a great help to him and his con­ 
stant companion in his early business 
experience. 
H er lath er helped Flag­ 
ler start in business. 
Early in the 90s, after Flagler had 
accumulated 
great 
wealth, the first 
Mrs. Flagler began to show signs of 
mental weakness. 
One of her delu­ 
sions was that she was a princess, and 
was betrothed to the czar. 
Flagler 
had her sent to a sanitarium for the 
insane at Pleasantville, 
near 
White 
Plains, N. Y., and settled upon her an 
estate which has grown to about $4,- 
000,000. 
He continued his development un­ 
dertakings in Florida and his wealth 
grew. 
In 1900 he succeeded in get­ 
ting a law' passed by the Florida leg­ 
islature making insanity a cause for 
* divorce. 
Gave Bride $4,000,000. 
The next year he obtained a divorce 
on that ground, and ten days later, 
when he was 72 years old, he married 
Miss Lily Kenan, then 36 years old. 
Before the ceremony was performed 
he gave her a check for $1,000,000 and 
securities worth $3,000,000, 
and 
at 
Flagler’s death she inherited most of 
his fortune. 
Kjs first wife for many years was 
unaware that she had been divorced 
and was constantly looking forward to 
being rejoined by her husband.

Robert W orth Bingham was bom in

His wife, who was Eleanor E. 
Mi Ner, of Louisville, was killed in the 
sum m er of 1913 when an interurban 
car I an into "an automobile in which 
she was riding. 
Bingham served by appointment of 
Governor Beckham a short term as 
mayor of Louisville. 
He also served 
as judge of the chancery branch of 
ihe circuit court. 
He has three chil­ 
dren.

I have read the articles which have been appearing in your 
columns from time to time against the prohibition amendment 
which is to be voted upon next Tuesday. Of course I understand 
that the stuff is all paid for and therefore it should not and does 
not carry any more weight than any other advertisement and is 
no more an expression of the Democrat’s real views than any 
other advertisement might be.

Every saloon keeper, every bar tender, every liquor man, knows 
that every time he sells a drink over his counter he is doing 
wrong, that he is perhaps taking bread and clothing from some 
poor family. Even when he sells to the well-to-do, he knows that 
he is selling stuff that is harmful. I venture the assertion, Mr. 
Editor, that there is not a liquor man in Sedalia that would not 
gladly embark into any other business if he were sure he could 
make as good a living by the change. I don’t believe there is a 
saloon keeper in Sedalia, and we have some tough ones, that 
would give his own child a di-ink of booze as he would give him 
an apple. They are not proud of their business. You never hear 
any of them say, “My saloon”; it’s “My place.” 


No one in Sedalia is proud of the thirty-odd saloons we have. 
We brag of our library, of our churches, our schools, our stores, 
but never of our saloons, and we have some very fine “places.” 
When a prohibition campaign is on, then the liquor dealers 
favor local option, but when any community attempts local option, 
these same fellows do their utmost to defeat the proposition, 
spending money freely and resorting to any tricks or schemes to 
accomplish their end. 
Home rule, of which they love to talk, 
means no restriction at all, let them sell their stuff anywhere, 
in dry territory as well as wet. And there, Dear Editor, is the 
falsity of their home rule argument; a community votes local 
option, or dry. They are not content to let the home rule of 
that community stand, not by any means. They ship their “booze” 
to anyone in that community who will pay for it, and let the home 
rule principles go to 
. If the liquor fellows would keep their 
stuff out of the communities where it has been voted out, then 
there would be some merit in their cry of “Home Rule.” 
They say that Missouri can’t afford to vote prohibition. 
Never was anything more foolishly absurd. There are some thirty 
saloons in Sedalia, not to say anything of the wholesale places. 
They all seem to be doing well—making money. Now suppose all 
the money that is paid over the counters of these concerns “for 
drink” went into legitimate trade channels. What a boost that 
would be to the grocer, the dry goods man, the shoe man, or even 
the newspaper. What’s true of trade conditions in Sedalia would 
be true all over the state, where liquors are now sold. When a 
man pays his money for booze, what has he to show for it, other 
than probably a red nose? But if he buys shoes or clothing or 
bread for his little ones, then he is getting value for his money, 
instead of being robbed of both his money and his self respect. 
There is no reason for the existence of a saloon in any com­ 
munity. They serve no good purpose, but are a constant menace 
to the quiet and peace of that community. 
It is said that prohibition does not prohibit. If this assertion 
is true, w-hy are the “wets” spending thousands of dollars to 
defeat the amendment? 
We have laws against stealing, 
against 
murder, 
against 
carrying 
concealed 
weapons, 
and a hundred other laws, governing all sorts of crime, 
But these laws are violated all the time. What is to be done about 
it? Repeal the existing laws and refuse to pass others as the 
welfare of the commonwealth demands? Such talk is ridiculous. 
Prohibition does prohibit and will prohibit to the same extent that 
other criminal laws prohibit. Make the penalties strict enough 
and choose efficient officers—that’s all that’s necessary.

lowing the civil war, is believed to* 
have been found. 
The latest discov­ 
ery of I he weapon is reported by I*. H. 
Haze!, who lives seven miles south­ 
east of 
'ai\hage. 
He says 
he 
un­ 
earthed the firearm September 2 on a 
a farm two and a half miles south of 
Duenweg. 
AccoPding to Hazel, a 
rabbit 
that 
had taken refuge under the hearth­ 
stone of what at one time had been 
a dwelling, led to the discovery of the 
weapon. 
W hile attempting to dig the 
rabbit from its hiding 
place. 
Hazel 
discovered 
an 
iron 
rod protruding 
from one -corner of the hearthstone. 
Believing it might have been placed 
there to mark the hiding place of some 
treasure. Hazel dug it up, but found 
only a large ball of pitch on the otber­ 
end. 
He investigated his find upon ar­ 
riving at his home. 
Upon breaking it 
open he found one of the revolvers 
supposed to have been used. by the 
outlaw. 
The weapon was so badly 
rusted as to make it of no value as a 
firearm, but beneath the coat of rust 
could be discerned the name of Jesse , 
Jam es carved on the weapon.

Judge Lamm and Tax Suits 


A’ statement has been circulated in Sedalia bv the republican 
campaign managers that an attack .is to be made on Judge Lamm 
by the democratic committee to the* effect that he had been sued 
a number of times for taxes, and, further, that the impression 
would be created by the democrats that the Judge had not been 
paying his taxes. Judge Lamm’s party friends further state that 
the suits referred to by the democrats were suits on real estate 
wherein Judge Lamm was trustee in deeds of trust and had no 
personal interest in the land or the taxes sued for. 
The democrats of Pettis county have refrained from refer­ 
ring to these matters on account of Judge Lamm’s residence in 
Sedalia, but inasmuch as the republican committee has insisted 
that Mr. Gardner did not return all of his personal property for 
taxation, and that the voters of Missouri should not elect a tax 
dodger for governor, they are now compelled, in justice to them­ 
selves, to give the facts as they are. 
The records of the circuit court of this county show that 
Judge Lamm was sued for taxes due the city of Sedalia for the 
years 1890, 1891, 1893, 1895, 1909, 1910, 1911 and 1912, on lots 
I, 
2, 
3,4 and the north half of lot 5, in block 7, of Cotton Brothers’ 
Addition to the City of Sedalia; also for state and county taxes 
for the years 1893, 1895, 1896 and 1897 on the same property. 
This property is located at the corner of Thirteenth and Osage 
streets in the eity of Sedalia and is held in the name of Henry 
Lamm, and has been his home for many years. 
The recAixls in the office of J. C. Connor, justice of the peace, 
show that Judge Lamm was sued for personal taxes due the City 
of Sedalia in the sum of $25.59, which was paid by Judge Lamm in 
open court on December 12,1914. 
The records of J. B. Rickman, justice of the peace, now in the 
office of the county clerk, show that Judge Lamm was sued for 
personal taxes due the state of Missouri and county of Pettis for 
the years 1905 and 1906 in the sum of $30.35. Suit was filed on 
July 3, 1907, and paid July 15,1907. 
The consolidated back tax book in the office of the county 
clerk shows that Judge Lamm was delinquent for state and 
county taxes on his home property for the years 1890,1891,1892, 
1893, 1894, 1896, 1897, 1898, 1899 and 1900 on which suits were 
pending. These taxes were compromised by the circuit court by 
Judge Lamm paying part and having some of the years erased. 
This statement will be found on page 151 of the consolidated back 
tax book for 1900 and prior years. 
All of the suits were against Judge Lamm personally or on 
real estate he owned individually; in fact, the real estate as above 
stated is his home at the corner of Thirteenth and Osage streets 
in the city of Sedalia. 
It should he noted that from January I, 1905, to January I, 
1915, during which years some of the suits were filed, Judge 
Lamm was a member of the supreme court of the state of Mis­ 
souri, drawing a salary of 84,500 a year. 
We are authorized by W illiam lf. Powell, president of the, 
Citizens’ National Bank, to say that he (Mr. Powell) will donate 
One Thousand Dollars in cash to the Melita Day Nursery of this 
city if the statements made to the effect that these suits were 
against Judge Lamm for taxes owing by him individually are not 
correst.
